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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF 
THE  UCKFIELD  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

Mr.  Chairman,  My  Lord,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1960  prepared  on  the 
lines  indicated  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  circular  1/61. 

Vital  Statistics 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  24.56  per  1,000  live  births  shows  a  sharp 
rise  from  the  previous  year’s  low  record  of  9.71,  and  compares  with  21.7  for 
England  and  Wales,  a  new  low  level.  There  were  14  deaths  of  infants  under 
one  year  of  age. 

Infectious  Diseases 

There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  during  the  year, 
a  total  of  only  181  notifications  being  received. 

There  were  twenty  new  cases  of  tuberculosis. 

Diphtheria 

For  the  fifteenth  year  in  succession  no  case  of  diphtheria  was  reported. 
In  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  five  deaths  were  recorded  during  the  year. 

Salmonella  Infection,  Wadhurst  Village 

An  outbreak  of  Salmonella  heidelberg  infection  occurred  in  the  premature 
baby  unit  at  Pembury  Hospital  in  March.  The  date  of  onset  of  symptoms  of 
the  first  case  was  uncertain,  but  it  was  probably  about  the  25th  March.  The 
mother  of  one  of  the  babies  affected  lived  at  Wadhurst  and  had  in  the  mean¬ 
time  returned  home.  She  was  interviewed  by  one  of  the  public  health  inspectors, 
and  faeces  specimens  were  taken  from  her  and  from  the  other  members  of  the 
family.  From  two  of  these  Salmonella  heidelberg  was  isolated.  Meanwhile,  a 
case  of  dysentery  had  been  notified  from  a  nearby  address  by  a  local  practitioner, 
and  enquiries  revealed  that  a  member  of  this  household  had  suffered  from 
diarrhoea  some  three  weeks  previously.  Specimens  showed  that  this  person 
and  one  other  in  the  house  were  infected  with  Salmonella  heidelberg.  It  was 
found  that  both  these  families  dealt  with  the  same  butcher  and  that  both 
families  had  recently  consumed  beef  sausages  manufactured  by  this  butcher. 
The  butcher,  his  wife  and  two  assistants  were  interviewed  and  it  was  ascertained 
that  all  four  of  them  helped  in  the  manufacture  of  sausages.  It  was  also  ascer¬ 
tained  that  one  of  these  men  had  a  bout  of  diarrhoea  about  the  27th  March,  had 
not  received  any  medical  treatment,  and  had  not  stayed  away  from  work. 
Faeces  specimens  from  each  of  these  persons  were  found  to  be  positive  to  culture 
for  Salmonella  heidelberg. 

All  food  shops,  restaurants,  dairies  and  school  canteens  in  Wadhurst  were 
visited,  the  staffs  interviewed  and  specimens  taken  for  examination.  Thirteen 
of  these  persons  were  found  to  be  infected  and  were  either  excluded  from  work 
or  prevented  from  handling  food  or  equipment  until  they  had  received  medical 
treatment  and  produced  three  negative  specimens  at  weekly  intervals. 

In  an  attempt  to  determine  the  extent  of  the  infection  in  the  village,  sewer 
swabs  were  put  down  at  selected  points.  Over  a  period  of  several  weeks,  three 
swabs  were  put  down  at  each  of  the  48  manholes  selected  and  recovered  for 
examination  after  72  hours.  Salmonella  heidelberg  was  isolated  from  32  sites 
scattered  over  a  wide  area. 

In  the  meantime,  the  public  were  made  aware  of  the  situation  through  the 
local  press  and  wfere  advised  to  go  to  their  doctor  if  they  were  suffering  from  or 
had  recently  suffered  from  diarrhoea  or  stomach  upsets.  The  local  doctors  were 
stocked  up  with  faeces  specimen  outfits  and  arrangements  were  made  for  a 
daily  collection  of  specimens  from  the  surgeries. 

The  outbreak  ended  in  July  after  fifty-five  cases  had  been  discovered  and 
treated. 
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The  investigation  presented  some  interesting  features.  When  the  first 
cases  diagnosed  as  due  to  Salmonella  heidelberg  were  reported,  it  was  demon¬ 
strated  by  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  sewers  that  the  disease  was 
already  widespread  in  the  village;  infection  due  to  this  organism  had  not 
previously  been  reported  in  this  part  of  the  country. 

General  Practitioners  in  the  village  had  for  some  weeks  been  treating- 
patients  having  an  attack  of  diarrhoea  and  vomiting,  of  sudden  onset  and  short 
duration.  No  specific  organisms  having  been  demonstrated  from  early  cases, 
the  outbreak  was  deemed  to  be  due  to  a  virus  infection,  and  consequently  the 
first  cases  of  Salmonella  infection  went  unnoticed.  It  was  found  later  that  few 
early  patients  had  consulted  a  doctor,  diarrhoea  and  vomiting  being  accepted 
as  a  prevailing  and  not  dangerous  illness. 

The  patient  notified  as  a  case  of  dysentery  had  been  observed  by  the  doctor 
to  have  symptoms  differing  in  onset,  duration  and  severity  from  the  then 
familiar  cases  of  virus  infection.  When  doctors  were  made  aware  of  the  presence 
of  Salmonella  infection  in  the  village,  cases  were  readily  diagnosed  on  clinical 
grounds. 

The  outbreak  was  brought  under  control  by  the  ready  co-operation  of 
general  practitioners,  the  intelligent  publicity  given  in  the  local  Press,  and  the 
work  of  the  Director  of  Brighton  Laboratory  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service,  where  a  very  large  number  of  bacteriological  examinations  were  made. 

Food  Hygiene 

Continued  attention  has  been  given  to  food  premises  generally.  It  was 
found  that  there  is  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  pre-packed  food  which  is 
available,  particularly  with  regard  to  dairy,  meat,  fruit  and  vegetable  products. 
In  many  cases  efforts  are  being  made  by  shopkeepers  to  display  food  in  more 
hygienic  conditions;  modern  lighting  methods,  bright  colours,  easily  cleansed 
plastic  surfaces  and,  where  applicable,  refrigeration,  all  help  to  present  food 
to  the  customer  in  an  attractive  manner.  Although  this  is  obviously  done  with 
an  eye  to  the  sales  figures,  it  had  the  added  important  effect  of  making  the 
prospective  purchaser  aware  of  “  clean  food/’ 

Two  further  poultry  packing  premises  were  opened  in  the  district  during 
the  year.  One  of  these  was  a  combined  hatching,  rearing  and  dressing  station, 
and  when  it  opened,  its  throughput  was  about  8,000  poussins  and  spring 
chickens  per  week,  only  about  six  per  cent,  of  which  were  eviscerated.  The 
majority  of  these  birds  were  sold  to  the  catering  trade  or  through  the  producers 
own  shops.  The  other  station  dealt  solely  with  the  processing  of  turkeys, 
which  were  produced  “  oven  ready  ”  and  deep  frozen.  In  both  cases  advice 
has  been  given  to  the  Management  regarding  compliance  with  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations. 

Council  Housing 

The  following  information  is  given  by  the  Housing  Manager,  Miss  E.  M. 
Maddox,  B.Sc.,  F.S.H.M. 

Applications  for  Housing 

The  total  number  of  applicants  on  the  waiting  list  for  housing  increased 
from  739  in  January  to  812  in  December  1960. 

Although  some  applicants  find  their  own  accommodation  and  remove 
their  names  from  the  list,  fresh  applications  continue  to  be  received,  mainly 
from  : — 

Families  evicted  from  their  homes. 

Couples  and  families  sharing  a  house  and  needing  a  home  of  their  own . 

Elderly  people  living  in  a  cottage  tied  to  their  work  and  wishing  to  retire. 

Families  living  in  a  small  house  and  needing  additional  bedrooms  owing 
to  the  size  of  the  family. 

Men  whose  period  of  service  in  the  armed  forces  comes  to  an  end  and  whose 
families  have  to  leave  service  accommodation. 


New  Council  Houses 

Twenty- three  new  houses  and  12  bungalows  were  occupied  during  the 
year  ;  seven  being  let  to  occupants  of  unfit  houses  and  28  to  applicants  on  the 
waiting  list. 

Vacancies  in  Council  Houses 

The  number  of  vacancies  in  existing  Council  houses  during  the  year  was 
43  ;  six  were  re-let  to  occupants  of  unfit  houses  and  37  to  applicants  on  the 
waiting  list.  The  large  majority  of  vacancies  occurred  again  in  Crowborough 
and  Uckfield.

Agriculture  (Safety,  Health  and  Welfare  Provisions)  Act  1956

of  persons  employed  in  agriculture. 

The  duty  of  a  local  authority  is  restricted  to  the  administration  of  those 
sections  of  the  Act  which  relate  to  the  provision  of  sanitary  conveniences  on 
farms  and  agricultural  holdings,  where  workers  are  employed,  and  for  ensuring 
that  such  conveniences  are  properly  maintained. 

The  total  number  of  farms  and  holdings  within  this  District  is  estimated 
to  be  1,388,  and  since  the  Act  came  into  force  73  premises  have  been  inspected 
with  the  following  results.

Urgent  examinations  may  be  carried  out  at  other  times  by  arrangement 
with  the  Director,  Doctor  Jameson  (telephone  number  Brighton  56960). 

Ambulance  Services. 

The  County  Council,  under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  1946,  has  the  duty  to  ensure  that  ambulances  are  available  where  necessary 
to  convey  persons  suffering  from  illness  from  places  in  their  area  to  places  in 
or  outside  their  area. 

In  East  Sussex  this  is  being  done  mainly  by  arrangement  with  the  St. 
John  Ambulance  Brigade,  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  and  other  voluntary 
organizations. 

A  day  and  night  ambulance  service  is  available  and  calls  are  accepted 
from  doctors,  nurses,  midwives  and  hospitals  in  the  area.  Only  in  cases  of 
accidents  or  other  sudden  emergencies  are  calls  accepted  directly  from 
members  of  the  public.
